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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendments and accompanying remarks filed 2/27/02 have been 
entered and carefully considered. Applicant's translations are found to overcome the 
112, 1 st paragraph rejection over the word "woven." Applicant's arguments are found to 
overcome the remaining 1 12, 1 st rejections. Applicant's amendment is found to 
overcome the 1 12 indefinite rejection of claim 7 and the 102 rejections previously set 
forth. Despite this advance, the amendments are not found to patently distinguish the 
claims over the prior art and Applicant's arguments are not found persuasive of 
patentability for reasons set forth herein below. 

Specification 

2. The amendment filed 5/29/01 and further amended 3/1 5/02 is objected to under 
35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 
states that no amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the 
invention. The added material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as 
follows: The phrase "other adhesives" still remains in the specification. Applicant 
argues the instant invention is meant to encompass the presence of other adhesives; 
however, the originally filed application never states that other adhesives can be 
practiced with the invention. Therefore, this limitation does not have support. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 7-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Deeb et al (5985775) in view of Ditzel (DE-3741 194A1). 

Applicant has amended independent claim 7 to specify that the adhesive is only 
applied to cross over points of the fabric. Deeb teaches said adhesive to be applied in a 
discontinuous manner, as set forth in the last action. Deeb does not seem to teach said 
adhesive applied only to cross over points. 

Ditzel is concerned with the creation of a wallpaper discontinuously coated with 
an adhesive. Ditzel teaches said adhesive to be applied only in islands along the face 
of a fabric (cols. 4-5, lines 65-5). It would have been obvious to the skilled artisan to 
apply the adhesive of Deeb in discontinuous patterns along the raised points of the 
fabric according the teachings of Ditzel. Such a modification would have been 
motivated by the desire to provide the wallpaper with more durable adhesion through 
the shrinkage and expansion associated with temperature changes.
